of reſpedt either to perſon, wiſdom, ſtrength or 
riches which is of this world, but hath reſpect to 
the truth of Spirit in-all, and their obedience 
thereroz therein to teach and lead to Salvation, 
and the true worſhip of God in Spirit which leads 
to life eternal, and to the ſtrengthening of the ho- 
ly ſeed in man, quickning the Soul which by ſin 
hath ſuffered , and this it doth by condemning fin 
in every motion, that ĩt may never ariſe againſt the 
holy Sced, and alſo by miniſtring comfores and 
promiſes, & power in ſpirit to the ſoul ia the way of 
its ariſing above the pow er of the ſon of witkednes, 
ſtill miniſtring light and underſtanding in the hiden 
part to the holy Seed that hates fin, opening that 
eye daily through the obedience of truth, which 
the god of this world hath blinded, and purifying 
the Soul by putting off the body of corruption , 
and blinding him that faith he ſees, but knows not 

the way out of ſin, miniſtrivg the law upon him. 
And this is the miniſtration of free grace to eve ·

me, it becomes their condemnation, and the ſame 
ing which faves him that receives it in faith and 
tence, condemns him that rejects it in his 
diſobedience and this is the grace of God that 
c th not, which appears to all men, but only 
reigns to Salvation through righteouſneſs, wherein 
it is believed to be ſufficient and obeyed, in che 
truth therewith made manifeſt. *%

man, miniſtring in Spirit light ro the Soul in the 
midſt of darknets , miniſtring life to that which is 


dead in in, leading that through the vail of death 


up to God from whom the grace hath appeared, 
and of whom it is; and the light thereof is 
Judgement , and diſcerning in every one that 
receives it to be led with it in Judgment, and con- 
demnation to ſuch as turn it into laſciviouſneſs, de- 


nying the life thereof, and the truth that leads 


thereto , and fo cannot be ſaved through it, but 
he that receives it ind joins to it in Spirit , be- 
comes one with ĩt, and by his daily ſinking into it in 
counſel, it grows in him and he in it, until ir be- 
comes à habiration and cover for himiagainſt all 1 
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
